States should

forces 4,000,000 or 5,000,000 men at 
once, and that half of them should 
be sent to France as soon as possible. 
Huns W ill Fail. 
General Wood also said that allied 
military 
opinion agreed 
that 
the 
great German offensiv e now in pro­ 
gress will fail 
to gain its objectiv e 
and will be defeated. 
Members of the committee 
state 
that General Wood told them 
the 
Germans on the west front now were 
superior in numbers, on the ground 
and in the air, but that the allied ar­ 
mies held the more adv antageous po­ 
sitions. 
While confident that the German 
offensiv e would be halted before the 
enemy has gained any material ob­ 
jectiv es, General Wood suggested the 
offensiv e might change the warfare 
into a more open conquest. For that 
reason he recommended the training 
of American forces for open warfare 
as well as for trench fighting. 
French l>isapjM>inted. 
The general was before the

mittee for three hours and frankly 
discussed the stiuation in Europe and 
at home. 
Stating that the French 
were disappointed in the size'of the 
American army thus far sent to

Many Planes Needed. 
In urging that the American war 
program of men, ships and munitions 
be speeded up and increased, General 
Wood said no American artillery oi 
airplanes were yet av ailable to Gen. 
Pershing’s men and that, although 
1000 American av iators were ready, 
they were without planes. 
Use of liberty motors in bombing 
Instead of fighting macnrnes was also 
recommended by Gen. Wood. 
Driv e to End So o n. 
Commenting on the German offen­ 
siv e, General Wood according to mem 
b# rs of the committee, sard that,

though the initial success of the Ger­ 
mans probably had been greater than 
expected by either the allies or

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The Ang arian Law 


•JpHE “ang arian rig ht” or “Jaw of ang ary,” insisted on by the United 
States in Its handling of the Dutch shipping matter, Is a reco g nized 
principle of international law. 
It was distinctly set forth in the Hag ue 
conventions of 18 9 9 and was carefully revised in the conventions of 19 07 
On both of these occasions all the sig natory powers except Switzerland g ave 
it their sanction. 


This law establishes the rig ht of a bellig erent to seize or apply for the 
purpo se of war, or for the purpose of preventing the enemy from g etting it 
“ any kind of property on bellig erent territory, including that which may 
belo ng to subjects or citizens of neutral states.” 
According to the Encyclo­ 
pedia Brltannica, it implies “as wide a rang e of conting encies as the ‘neces­ 
sities o f war* can be made to cover.” 
Various treaties have been made 
fix ing the compensation or indemnity to be paid in any case of one nation 
fo rcibly utilizing the property of another nation or of its citizens. 
The 
rig ht 1« v iewed as a 
matter of course. 
The only possible issue concerns the 
adjustment of details. 


A section o f Article 53 of the Hag ue conventions of 18 9 9 reads: “ Rail­ 
way plants, land teleg raphs, telephones, steamers and other ships, apart 
fro m cases g overned by maritime law, as well as depots of arms, and g en- 
•rally all kinds o f war material, even thoug h belong ing to companies or to 
priv ate persons, are likewise material which may serve for military opera­ 
tio ns,” and thus may leg ally be taken, “ but they must be restored at the 
co nclusio n o f peace and indemnities paid for them.” 


The wording was chang ed a little in 19 07, and the application broad­ 
ened so mewhat. It was acknowledg ed that “all appliances, w hether on 
land, at sea or In the air, adapted for the transmission of news or for the 
transpo rt of persons or thing s, 
. 
. 
may be seized even if they belong to 
priv ate Indiv iduals, but they must be restored and compensation fixed when 
peace is made.” 


Germany availed herself of this rig ht in the Franco-Prussian war, seiz­ 
ing and sinking half a dozen British coal ships in the mouth of the Seine 
to bar French g unboats which had been operating ag ainst German land 
to rcee. The British g overnment did not even protest, so clearly wae the 
“ rig ht o f ang ary” recog nized. 


Great Britain herself applied the law early in the present war in the 
seizure o f fo ur warships which were in process of construction in British 
yards fo r Turkey. When Turkey protested, Britain quoted the ang arian law 
and pro mised proper compensation, and the incident was closed.

ordinary Fourths, there is no doubt. 
In Illinois our celebrations should 
sig nificantly mark the state’s centennial year. 


Just how to g o about it is a problem. 
It mig ht seem appropriate, in 
war time, to have fireworks displays, sug g estive of the battlefront. 
But 
there is a practical and patriotic arg ument ag ainst such exhibitions. 
The 
army needs all the explosives we can produce. 
It woudn’t seem rig ht to 
waste them in a mere spectacle. 


President Wilson, in a letter to a cong ressman who asked him for his 
view on the subject, takes this stand. 
He would he very sorry, he says, to 
see Fourth of July celebrations omitted this year, of all 
years, hut he thinks 
they “should take the simplest and most dig nified form,” and that “ it would 
be in public interest, as well as in eminently g ood taste, to make them as 
Inexpensive as possible.” May not a state centennial celebration he planned 
to fit this sug g estion? 


It is quite feasible to celebrate our Independence day in a fine, im pres­ 
sive manner without resorting to lavish expenditure of money or ammuni- 
ion. 
Good oratory, g ood music, stately processions and other outward 
manifestations of patriotism are within the reach of every community, if the 
people will set about the matter In time, with the rig ht purpose. 
It should 
he made a Fourth long to remember, celebrated not as a narrow national 
festival of our own, but as a World Independence day.

o ur shipping prog ram is deplorably delayed by lack of houses for ship­ 
builders to live in. 
Now let us hope that this cause wTl be quickly 
remedied, and especially that there will not be a similar delay when it 
comes to finding the men to operate the ships when built. 


Ship production may he disappointing this year. 
But It will he big in 
19 19 . 
Where are all the seamen to come from, to man our g reat fleet? This 
question is already being seriously asked. 


For many years Americans have not been a maritime people. 
Sailors’ 
wag es have been low’. 
It was considered better policy to hire the work of 
water freig htag e done by foreig ners. 
It has proved a costly policy. 
Now 
we have only a small element of men along our coasts who know- anything 
about seamanship. 
The men who navig ate the g reat lakes are larg ely 
farm ers’ boys who would be all but helpless with the exig encies of salt 
water navig ation to meet. 


It la to be hoped that the g overnment is foreseeing this problem ade­ 
quately, and that It knows where it can g et the help it needs to handle 
these ships. 
It Is no easy job. 
The call Is for men who not merely know 
something about navig ation, but who must be mentally and physically alert, 
to meet the dang ers of the submarine zone. 
They need also g ood eyesig ht, 
rig orous health. 


The g overnment has training schools for its merchant marine. 
If these 
•re not sufficient to train all the men needed, there should be more of them 


Soldiers are being trained in mock warfare. 
Seamen should have training 1 
Saturday and m ot or e d't h e ^ R y * * 0 
in real ships on the real Atlantic ocean, along the coast outside the subm a-'~ 
rlne zone. 
To send across ships with precious freig hts of men and supplies 
without officers and crews who are used to the sea and know its moods and 
its dang ers would be g ravely unwise. 


After the war we shall not ag ain be left without a merchant marine 
of our own. 
There will be plenty of chance for young men to rise in the 
profession. 
For have we not learned that our dependence on cheaper 
foreig n seamen has been a g rave mistake? 
It is safe to say that a law pro­ 
viding for “ American seamen only on American ships” would be popular 
after the war? 
It mig ht require a companion ship-subsidy law to make it 
a success, but is it not time that we quit taking affrig ht at ship subsidies? 
Ia this case they would be a boon to America and American labor.

MILLIONS LOR WAR SAVINGS 


GOING TO WASTE IN THE SOIL 


By C. L. SPEED. 
There are three great needs which this country* now engaged in the 
greatest war"of ell*time, feels most acutely. They are: 
1. Food for itself and its allies. 
2. Labor to produce the food and the enormous quantities of mu­ 
nitions and supplies which are necessary to carry on the war. 
3. Money to jray for this food and labor, to buy ships and muni­ 
tions, to compensate the soldiers and sailors, and provide for all1 the 
multitudinous activities of a nation at war. 
The War Savings campaign—the sale of Thrift and War Savings 
stamps—offers an unique opportunity to supply all these needs at once, 
and to supply them from sources which ordinarily, in large part, arc? 
neglected. The opportunity Is explained, in a nutshell, in this one in­ 
junction : 
PLANT A WAR SAVINGS GARDEN. 
Millions of acres of the best land in the world are going entirely 
to waste in Illinois, producing nothing but noxious weeds. To anyone 
who Is familiar with the way every little portion of ground is culti­ 
vated In Europe, the sight of all the waste land in even the best-culti­ 
vated portions nf Amerleu is ilTTaiynigi 'ihese millions of aci- ~f waste* 
land comprise vacant lots and unused hack yards in the towns and 
cities, neglected corners of farms, and half-cleared tracts of scrub 
timber, all of which might he made to produce large crops. 
Let's 
mobilize the waste millions of acres this year. 
The waste labor power of this country is as great as the waste 
land. We all think we are working pretty hard, and talk n good deal 
about American energy and Industry. 
But let’s analyze the facts a 
little. Take the case of the children alone—and in doing so, don t get 
tlx* idea that this plan contemplates anything like violation of the child- 
fahor laws, or the driving of the poor, half-fed children iirto the shops 
and factories like Germany has done in order to supply her armies 
with ammunition. 
But there are thousands—yes, hundreds of thousands—of children 
in Illinois who have practically nothing to do during the periods of 
school vacations. The boys play baseball and roam the woods, and do 
other things pecause rheir physical and mental natures demand exer­ 
cise and adventure. The girls play their little games and take walks, 
and mope around, and get in mother’s way, all because they have 
nothing to do to keejD their hands and minds occupied. 
Every one of 
these boys and girls would he physically better off, and happier and 
more contented, if they were cultivating little gardens. 
Waste labor is not confined to the children. 
There is not a man 
who is employed in a bank, an office, a store, or even in a factory, who 
would not he physically better off if he spent a few minutes each day 
digging in a garden. Even the women who fret about a speck of dust 
in the parlor, and toil to keep the kitchen lloor spotless, would find 
their nerves rested and their bodies refreshed if they forgot these things 
once in a while, and scratched In the dirt in the sunlight and fresh air a 
little. 
Yes, there is plenty of waste labor in America, aDd wasted 
health because of it. 
, 
Now for the money end of it. A twelve-year-old city boy—I know 
this to be true, because he was my boy—who became interested in 
gardening when the food conservation campaign was started last year,, 
sold $3 worth of string beans, lettuce and green onions from a plot of 
ground 12 by 18 feet in size. My own back yard garden, 25 by 75 feet, 
produced vegetables during the season, which, by careful check, would 
have cost my family $63 at the prices prevailing at the corner grocery. 
And I am no horticultural expert, either. 
The War Savings committee for Illinois wants a war savings garden 
in every home in the state this year. It wants every hoy and girl to 
raise vegetables for sale, and to invest the proceeds in Thrift and War 
Savings stamps. It wants every man who can get hold of a little plot 
of ground to plant a garden on it, and to put the money he saves as a 
result of that garden Into War Savings stamps. 
It wants the women 
and the girls to help; to produce food and to can It, and to put the 
money realized from the sale of the produce, or saved because It does 
not have to he bought. Invested In Thrift and War Savings stamps. 
The War Savings committee suggests that every farm boy get his 
father to lend him an acre of land. Every farm boy should plant a war 
saving acre of corn or tomatoes, or onions, or whatever crop his par­ 
ticular locality is best fitted for. He should cultivate it carefully and 
market it to the best of his ability. In these days of war prices any 
active boy can realize enough money from an acre to fill one of $100 
War Savings certificate cards with stamps. He should not be content 
with average yields, lie should select his seed carefully, test it before 
planting, prepare the ground right, and cultivate it all season. A North 
Carolina hoy, a member of one of the numerous corn clubs throughout 
tin* country, raised 239 bushels of corn on one acre last year. Not all 
Illinois boys can expect to reach this record. 
In fact, none of them 
may, hut 100 bushels of corn on a properly cultivated acre In this, the 
greatest of com states, is not unusual. 
Every boy should set 100 
bushels as his goal. 
Every farm boy and every farm girl should raise a war savings pig 
this year. Get father to give you n “runt,” one of those poor little weak­ 
lings which would never have a chance if left to root for Itself among 
its huskier and greedier brothers. Take that “runt,” tend it carefully, 
feed It by hand until it gets a start, and watch It grow. If it doesn't 
turn out 200 pounds of hog before Christmas I miss my guess. And 200 
pounds of hog Is worth something these days. 
Every farm mother might have a flock of war savings hens, or 
might set aside tlx* milk and butter from a war savings cow, or might even 
have a war savings beehive this year. The amount of money realized 
in this way would be amazing. 
Invested in War Savings stamps it 
would provide a “rainy day” fund whJch would be useful if a rainy 
day ever came, and which would provide an Income, year after year. 
There may come a time to all of us when we can no longer work. 
When it does come it will be mighty comfortable to have our money, in­ 
vested in government securities, working for us. 
It should be the resolve of every man who cultivates a farm this 
year to increase his yield over the average, and to Invest his surplus 
earnings in War Savings stamps. In Dougins county, for instance, the 
owner fanners n*e taking 10 per cent of the proceeds of every sale of 
farm produce in War Savings stamps, and the tenant farmers are taking 
5 per cent. There is no reason why this 10 or 5 per cent may not be 
made to come out of Increased yields. 
Every bit of garden truck produced at home serves the government 
in still another way. The world is short of food, and the country is 
short of transportation facilities. 
If you produce your vegetables at 
home you relieve the congested railroads of the necessity of hauling 
them to you, and you set free the field crops—the grains the farmer 
produces in carload lots—to be shipped on to the seaboard and sent 
to our starving allies. Every family that feeds itself Is, at the same 
time, feeding a starving family In France or England simply by adding 
that much to the world’s supply of food.
